things become much easier. 


We operate as a collective with a coordinating 
member, who acts as an interface between the 

various aspects and activities of LGFC. If 

there is a project you have thought of which would 
boost gay awareness and presence on campus, 

bring it forward! We would be glad to discuss it 

with you and then put the project into action. 

Any project which would provide an opportunity 

for gay people to exprese themselves as confident and 
sure human beings and thereby counter some of the 
irrational biases against homosexuality is 

within our mandate, So again, our arms are open 

to new people who want to join our group and help 
organise things. It can be a very enjoyable experience. 
lt can also be educational, for within the 

gay community there 1s a wide range of viewpoints 
from which we can all benefit. 


We have weekly meetings which are open to 

everyone, Topics at these meetings vary constantly- 

be it a discussion of health matters or a guest 
speaker on the history of the gay movement, 

or a film. We have a coffeehouse on the first 

Friday of every month. We have at least two dances 

per semester which regularly draw upwards of 

500 people. We also offer discussion groups, 

and office socials. There are so many events happening 
that they cannot be listed here, so keep your eyes 
open for our regular advertisements in the University's 
various publications: The Thursday Report, The Link, 
and the Concordian. 


Our office 1s open daily as a drop-in centre for 
students. You can come in and have a cup of coffee, 
or tea, eat your lunch, read our periodicals, 
browse through our modest but interesting library, 
or just chat with one of our members.
